HE N this Apoſtle was called by 

the Grace of God, he was told 

| how great things he muſt ſufter 
for his Names ſake. And where-ever he was 
Sufterings ſhoud attend him. He had a 
larger ſhare of them than any of his Bre- 
thren : And it was no wonder, ſince, through 
the Grace of God which was given to him, 
he was more Zealous, and more abundant 
in Labours for the advancement of the In-. 
tereſt of Jeſus Chriſt, than others were. 
With how much the greater Zeal a Perſon 
puts himſelf forth in the Service of God, and 
promoting the Intereſt of his Redeemer ; 10 
much the greater will the Rage of Satan bg 
againſt him, and he will be more induſtri- 
ous to ſtir up Troubles againſt him. As the 
Intereſt of Chriſt riſeth, his Intereſt falleth. 


Every 
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Every Soul that is tranſlated into the King- 
dom of Chriſt, is a loſs to the Kingdom of 


Satan, which makes him reftleſs in his En- 


deavours to create trouble ro thoſe who are 
the Inſtruments thereof. But the Apoltle's 


Zeal was nothing abated ; his Afflicti- 


ons were rather as Oil caſt into the Fire, 
which, inſtead · of quenching it, doth make 


it flame more. bh | 


When he wrote this Epiſtle he was in 
Bonds at Rome, and continu'd fo for a long 


Seaſon. Bur leſt his Afflictions ſhould prove 
a Diſcouragement to theſe Philipians, to 


whom he writes, he tells them that they had 


rather fallen out to the furtherance of the 


Goſpel than to the hindrance of it. One 


would be apt to think, indeed, that the Im- 
priſonment of ſo Eminent a Miniſter of the 
Goſpel ſhould have put a ſtop to the Pro- 
greſs of it, But it had a quite different Ef- 


fect. His Patience and Joy under his Suffer- 


ings were taken notice of by thoſe who 


were no Friends to the Goſpel, and, tis very 


probable, did incline them to have more fa- 
vourable Sentiments of it than formerly they 
had. And others had taken Incouragement 
there from, and did Preach the Goſpel with 
greater Boldneſs. They were ſo far from 
being daunted by them, that they were em- 
boldned thereby. LB 

We might obſerve hence by the Way,

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Tbat God can, and often doth, make the 
Deſigns of Satan ſerve to the Ruin and Over.

Sometimes the deſire of living ſeems to pre- 
vail; and this doth ariſt; from ſeveral Cauſes 
Some 
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to Sometimes from a Willingneſs to be more 
his Juſeful in the World. Sometimes from a 
Lothneſs to part with the Comforts of the 
he. preſent Life. Sometimes a {laviſh Fear of 
reſt Death prevails in them, they cannot beat 
the Thoughts of it. And ſometimes they 
may be under a Cloud as to their Evidences 
for Heaven. They cannot ſee the right to it 
Jo clearly as they deſire; they would wil- 
Jingly have a further Aſſurance before they 
Die. At another time the Deſire of De- 
parting may be more prevalent. They ma 
think thus with themſelves; my Uſefulneſs 
Mere is but inconſiderable; if it were 
more conſiderable, God can eaſily fill up my 
oom, and raiſe up thoſe who will do him 
Freater and better Service. And whilſt I
